Tbey C»ll on Oovemor IIOTcy and 
Ask for Aid. 


INPIANAFOIJS, Ind., June 15.—A com- 
mittee representing the Glay county 
miners called upon the governor yester- 
day afternoon and urged him to appeal 
to the public to contribute to the relief 
of the destitute people in the mining re- 
gion. They admitted that the condi- 
tion of the miners had been exagerated. 
There is no no starvation, as the relief 
committee have been able to get suifl- 
cientfoodto prevent suffering, but the 
situation is daily becoming more des- 
perate. 


The governor replied that while he

His bonds- 
men are Hon. Fernando Jones, one of 
the oldest and wealthiest settlers of Ghi- 
cago, and who celebrated his seventieth 
birthday last week; J. W. Tuohy, the 
extensive dry goods merchant; Michael 
W. Kerwin, a real estate operator, and 
Daniel Gorkney, coal merchant. 


WniKESBABBE, Pa., June 15.—^A dis- 
pateh from London published yester- 
day, states that P. A. O'Boyle, of Pitts-, 
ton, secretary of the Glan-na-Gael, had 
been one of the committeemen who 
signed the report finding Dr. Gronin 
guilty of treason to the organization, 
and sentencing him to be removed. Mr.

THREE PRINTERS. 


An niUfttrstod Dencrfption of the Mont Re- 
»»rkable Type-HetUus Slachiue Yet In- 
vented—It 1« Now Uited by th* New York 
Trtbane. 


YEB 160 patents 
relative to type- 
setting and type- 
distributinij; machines 
bave been issued from 
t h e 
Patent 
Office at 
Washington. 
All such 
devices have thus far, 
however, met with but 
little favor among print- 
ers, and they bave not 
been employed in prac- 
tical work to a sufficient 
extent to have any op- 
ipreciable effect in this 
most important branch 
of the printing busi- 
ness. 
Printing presses 
have been improved al- 
most beyond compari- 
son with those of the 
earlier days of the craft 
—when only about 200 
impressions 
were obtainable per hour 
from small forms, as against more than 
20,000 copies now made per hour of our 
largest newspapers, but the type-setting 
part of the making of books and newspa- 
pers has remained substantially where it 
was left by the earliest users of movable 
tyms. 


The accompanying illustrations from

vised in their long-continued efforts to 


Ing of eaeh key, little i a o n s or lUloweis 
at the saina tiae eontinuaily pushing for- 
ward the characters until the line is com- 
pleted, or nearly so. 


The spacing of the lines is 
aceom- 
plished % a peculiar mechanism which 
does it antomaticdly, and always spacei^ 
evenly between e v e ^ word. 


The line of matrices thus completed is 
received by a head opposite the end of 
the stationary type raide, there being 
immediately below and behind the head a 
mold, in the form of a vertical disk, hav- 
ing a mold chamber or slot extended hori- 
zontally through it of a form and size 
identical with that of the required type 
bar. 
This portion of the machine will be 
better understood bv reference to the sec- 
tional view, where 6 represents the disk 
mold, H the line of matrices as held up 
thereto, C the reserToir of melted metal in' 
its gas-heated chamber, D a plunger acting 
as a force pump to pump or force the 
metal into the mold, and £ an ejector bar 
which has forced out the type bar F. 
For the purpose of forcing the line of 
matrices tightly against the mold, their 
characters registering with 
the 
mold 
proper, an outside clamping head is em--^ 
ployed to bear against the outer edge of! 
the line, while f.upplemental clamps oi; 
jaAvs assist to hold the line firmly and in 
exact adjustment. 


Not only is all this Avork done automat- 
ically, but the matrices, after the type bar 
has been formed, are automatically with- 
drawn from their position against the 
mold disk and lifted by a carrier to the 
distributing mechanism, at the top of tho 
magazine, whence they are distributed to 
their several tubes. 


How far this machine may be consider- 
ed a practical success for general use, in 
tho way of superseding 
typesetting by 
hand in the ohl way, it is j)erhai)8too early 
to give a definite answer. 
It is obvious 
that it is not adapted for work requiring 
different varieties of type, as small capi- 
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find 
some iiractical means by wLich to 
sai>erBede or cut short the tedious work of 
typesetting. 
It is known as the Linotype 
machine, irom. the nature of its product. 


It is not, strictly speaking, a typeset- 
ting machine, but forms type bars, each 
of the length, width andheighth of a line 
of type, and the exiict counterpart of that 
which a compositor would set up, except 
that each line is formed of one entire 
I»iece of metid. instead of as many differ- 
ent pieces as there are characters, spaces, 
etc. 
The key-board in front of which lh<^ 
operator sits has J07 keys, each markeil 
for a cuj>it:il or lower case character of a 
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font of 
ty])e, or 
the 
figures, 
points, 
or 
compound 
letters 
used 
in 
con- 
nf>ction 
therewith, 
many 
of 
tho 
letters 
most 
frequently 
used 
hav- 
ing several keys. 
The operative parts 
are carried by a rigid metal frame, all 
portions of which are stationary. 
The 
"copy" is placed upon a convenient holder 
just above the keyboard, and abov«; and 
behind tht; eopyhoJder is a f'eries of ver- 
tical tubes, one to correspond with each 
key, forming tht; magazine in Avhich the 
matrices representing type are held. Tho 
keys are pi\oted in a supporting frame 
carried by a bar attached to the magazine 
tubes, and each has a vertical slot or open- 
ing for the passage of the matrix, which 
drops by gravity as the key is depressed, 
another typo at the same time descending 
from the magazine tube to take the place 
of the one discharged, and bearing upon 
the upper edge of the key. 
The slotted 
oscillating key thus serves as an escape- 
ment, receiving the matrices one at a iime 
from 
the tube, 
and 
delivering 
them 
through the corresponding openings be- 
neath, the delivery being instantaneous 
as the operator tonches each key. 


The matrices, of which one is shown 
herewith, each consist of a thin plate of 
brass an inch and a quarter lOtag, about 
three-fourths of an inch wide, and of a 
thickness minutely de- 
fined by that of the let- 
ter produced on each, 
all matrices bearing the 
same letter being exact 
d u p l i c a t e s of each 
other. Each matrix has 
suspending shoulders 
diffeHng on the mat- 
rices representing the 
respective characters, 
and secondary shoul- 
ders or notches differ-

ing in width on 
the 
different matrices, the special distinctions 
being necessary to insure the automatic 
distribution of the matrices to the maga- 
zine tubes after they have been used. 
A side view of one of the matrices is 
idso shown at A, in the sectional figure, 
where it forms part of a line as held up 
in casting. 


To receive the matrices, as they are de- 
livered one at a time below the magazine, 
and conduct them to the point at which 
they are assembled or composed to form 
lines, a horizontal guide or channel is 
S 
rovided, with rails on which the shoul- 
ers ci the malices are supported, the 
matrices fitting loosely in such channel, 
and being maintained therein in substan- 
tially upright position. 
The matrices

nel to the point of assemblage by means

there is a large class of work, osjiecially 
that re.piirc'd for newspaj eis in general, 
in regard to which this objection Wimld 
not be very material. The actual perform- 
anei! of the maehine at present, and for 
many months past on such ])lain work, is 
abotit eiiuai to three ordinary compositor-:, 
and it re(juires but a short time for an ojier- 
ator to attain an eilieieucy which will euaMe 
him steadily to maintain tliis sjx i cl. as 
conipured with hand work. This, at least, 
lias been thi' experit u« e on the Xew York 
Tribune, where only thirty mai-hines an- 
ordinarily kei)t running for a day's work 
of eight hours eacli to get out a teii-pag»- 
edition of the daily, which would reijiiirt- 
tlie stiiviees of about ninety m< n in the 
old way of woiking. The aljsoliite .-.aving 
of all distril/ution. wliielj is iM[uivalent to 
about one-quart< r of the work of eoiiino- 
sition, is of itself a most iin[>ortaut factor 
in the economy of the machine, while 
•'standing matter," in tho form of these 
type bars, can be kept for an unlimited 
time, and in any amount, without incon- 
veniencing the office. 
To correct an error 
a new line hns to be made, but this is done 
so quickly that the entire work of cor- 
recting is said not to be increased.

There is still a demand for Japanese 
fans. 
All have the originality of dec- 
oration and the perfect finish, however 
cheap, characteristic of Japanese man- 
ufactures of all kinds. 
The handsom- 
est, as well as the most expensive Jap- 
anese fans, are of fine parchment, with 
five or seven bamboo sticks and lacings 
of silk or tinsel. 
They are hand- 
painted, and range in price from i»! to 
$4.75. 


Those of gold and silver paper are 
as popular as they have been for the 
past four seasons, notwithstanding the 
grave defect that they tarnish with use, 
or when exposed to dampness. 
The 
crysanthemum—the national flower— 
appears 
upon both gilt and silver 
grounds, and on others are jjeacock's 
feathers, a new design. 


Fans of cock's feathers are also new, 
but are chieHy in favor with lovers of 
ndvelty^j 
They are of all colors, pure 
white," bine, red and black, and are 
hand-painted. 
Some have borders of 
birds, others of leaves and flowers, and 
the sticks are of ivory, finely carved. 
One of dark green satin simulated the 
leaves of the magnolia. 
The sticks 
were ratLer lieavy and ungraceful, but. 
because it was new, there are hun- 
dreds of -W or.ien in Chicago AVIIO Avoiild 
pay the price of it—$10. 


Gauze fans are literally trifles light 
as air, and are more ornamental tlian 
useful. 
They are as fine as a cobweb, 
with silver and pearl stitches, edged 
with lace, spangled and painted in

He Describe« Christ as m Villas« I « d and 


Holds Tliat the Iiord*s Charaeter 
Was 


the Same Then as When He Was 
a 


Man. 
About Christ as a village lad I speak. 
There is for the most part a silence more 
than 
eighteen 
centuries 
long 
about 
Christ between infancy and manhood. 
What kind of a boy was He? 
Was He a 
genuine boy at all. or did there settle 
upon Him from the start all the mtensi- 
ties 
of 
martyrdom? 
We havb on this 
subject only a little guessing, a few sur- 
mises, and here and there an unimport- 
ant 
"perhaps." 
Concerning 
what 
bounded that boyhood on both sides we 
have whole libraries of books and whole 
galleries of canvas and sculpture. 
Be- 
fore the infant Christ in Mary's arms, or 
taking His first sleep in the rough 
out- 
house, all the painter bow> and wo have 
Paul 
Veronese's 
"Holy 
Famil>" 
and 
Perugino's "Nativity" and Angelico da 
Fiesole's "Infant 
Christ" and Rubens' 
"Adoration of the Magi" and Tintoret's 
"Adoration of the Magi" and Chirlan- 
dojo's 
"Adoration 
of 
the Magi" and 
Baphael's 
"Madonna" 
and 
Orcagna's 
"Madonna" 
and Murillo's "Madonna," 
and Madonnas 
by all th« schools of 
painting in all lights anti shades and 
with all styles of attractive feature and 
impressive surroundings, but pen 
and 
pencil and chisel have with few 
excep- 
tions passed by Christ the village lad. 
Yet by three conjoined evidences I think 
we can come to as accurate an idea of 
what Christ was as a boy as we can of 
what Christ was as a man. 


First, we have the brief Bible account. 
Then we have the prolonged account of 
what Christ was at thirty years of age. 
Now you have only to minify that ac- 
count somewhat and you find what He 
was at ten years of age. 
Ten^eraments 
never change. 
A snuguine 
tempera- 
ment never becomes a phlegmatic tem- 
perament. 
A 
nervous 
temperament 
never becomes 
a lymphatic tempera- 
ment. 
Eeligion 
changes 
one's 
affec- 
tions and ambitions, but it is the same 
old temperament acting in a different 
direction. 
As Christ had no religious 
change, he was as a lad what he was as 
a man, only ou not so large 
a scale. 
When all tradition and all art and all 
hifftory represent Him as a blonde with 
golden hair I know He was in boyhood a 
blonde. 


Wo have, beside, an uninspired 
book 
that was for the first three or four cen- 
turies after Christ's appearance received 
by many as inspired and which gives 
prolonged account of Christ's boyhood. 
Some of it may be true, most of it may 
be true, none of it may be true. 
It may 
be partly 
built 
on 
facts, 
or by the 
passage of the ages, some real facts may 
have been distorted. 
But 
becuuse 
a 
book is not divinely inspired we are not 
therefore to conclude that there are not 
true things in it. 
Preseott's 
"Conquest 
of Mexico" was not inspired, but we be- 
lieve it although it may contain 
mis- 
takes. 
Macaulay's "History of England" 
A^'as not inspired, but we believe it al- 
though it may have been marred with 
many errors. 
The so-called apocryphal 
Gospel in which the boyhodifl of 
Christ 
is dwelt upon I do not believe to be 
diA'inely inspired, and yet it may present 
facts worthy of consideration. 
Because 
it represents the boy Christ ps perform- 
ing miracles some have overthroAvn that 
whole apocryphal book. 
But what right 
have you to say that Christ did not per- 
form miracles at ten years of age as well 
as at thirty? 
He was in boyhood as cer- 
tainly 
divine 
as in 
manhood. 
Then 
while a lad he must have huu the power 
to work miracles, whether He did or did 
not work them. 
When, having reached 
manhood, Christ turned water into A\'ine 
that was 
said to bo the beginning of 
miracles. 
B\it that may 
mean th.-it it 
was the beginning of that series of man- 
hood miracles. 
In a word, I think that 
the New 
Testament 
is 
only 
a 
small 
transcript of what Jesus did and said. 
Indeed, 
the Bible declares 
positively 
that if all Christ did and said Avere writ- 
ten the world would not contain the 
books. 
So we are at liberty to believe 
or reject those parts of the 
apocrj'phal 
.Gospel which say that v/hen the boy 
Christ with His mother passed a band of 
thieves He told His mother that two of 
them, Dnmachus and 
Titus 
by 
name, 
would be the two thieves who afterwards 
would expire on the crosses beside Him. 
Was that more Avonderfnl than some of 
Christ's manhood prophesies? 
Or the 
uninspired story that the 
boy 
Christ 
made a fountain spring from the roots 
of a sycamore tree so that His 
mother 
washed His coat in the stream—was that 
more 
unbelie\-able 
than the manhood 
miracle 
that 
changed 
common 
water 
into a marriage beverage? 
Or the unin- 
spired story that tAvo sick children were 
recovered by bathing in the water Avhere 
Christ 
had washed? 
Was that 
more 
wonderful than the manhood miracle by 
which the woman twelve years a com- 
plete invalid should 
have 
been 
made 
straight 
by 
touching 
the 
fringe 
of 
Christ's coat? 
Or the uninspired 
story 
that when a mother brought a dead child 
by the name of Bartholomew to Mary, 
the 
mother 
of 
Christ, she said: 
"Do 
thou place thy son in my son's bed and 
cover him with 
his clothes;" and, so 
done, the dead child opened his 
eyes 
and called with a loud voice for bread. 
Is that more wonderful than the 
man- 


will 


mated the dead again and again Avithout 
going where they were or even 
seeing 
them? 
Why should we disbelieve 
the 
apocrj-phal New Testament when it says 
that a boy struck the boy Jesus till he 
cried out, or the story that Christ 
with 
other boys made clay 
figures 
of 
birds, 
and these clay figures took life and flew 
r.wny? 
Is that more unbelievable than 
the Bible account that Adam was made 
out of clay and walked forth a man, and 
afterwards soared an 
immortal? 
Not 
half so much of an undertaking to make 
a bird out of clay as make a man out of 
clay. 
Or the uninspired story that the 
boy Christ took the cloths of a dyer's 
shop and threw them into the fire, and 
after the dyer's protest and 
ejaculation 
brought 
forth the cloths in the color 
that the dyer wished? Is that more unbe- 
lievable than the manhood miracle in 
the wilderness picnic, where five biscuits 
the size of your fist were turned into 
enough bread to feed five thousand and 
the fragments filled twelve baskets? 
Or 
the uninspired 
story that Joseph 
the 
father as 
a 
carpenter, 
having 
or- 
ders to make a throne for the king at 


the dead ehild t o settle the eontroversy» 
asid the boy Christ said: 
"Zeinumns! 
Zeinnmus! who threw thee down from 
the 
housetop?" 
Then the dead child 
spake and said: 
"Not Thou, but such a 
one 
did." 
Was that more wonderful 
than Paul's resuscitation of Eutychus, 
who f e l l from the window while the 
apostle was preaching? 
Or the unin- 
spired stoiy in the apocxyphal New Tes- 
tament which says that Christ the boy 
was taken to school and Zascheus, 
the 
teacher told Him the first three 
letters 
of the alphabet, whereupon Christ the 
boy asked His teacher such profound 
questions concerning the alphabet that 
the teacher was confounded and the boy 
Christ Himself 
explained 
all to 
the 
teacher until Zacchens said to Joseph 
the father of the wonderful boy: "Thou 
has brought a boy to me to be taught 
who is more learned than any master;" 
then the 
boy was taken to 
a 
more 
learned master who, angered at the boy's 
questions, lifted his hand to whip Him 
and the hand withered 
as will all the 
hands 
lifted against 
Christ? 
Is that 
more wonderful than the 
scene posi- 
tively recorded by MattheW where the 
D. D.'s and the LL. D.'s stood around 
Christ at 12 years of age in the temple, 
utterly confounded at his 
precocious- 
ness? 
Or that story that Christ the boy, 
questioned by astronomers, told them 
the number of the worlds, their size, 
their circuits; and, questioned by physi- 
cians, told them 
more about anatomy 
and physiology 
than they 
had 
ever 
dreamed 
of, 
the 
number 
of 
veins, 
arteries, nerves and bones? 
If 
Christ 
were divine, was he not able at ten ot 
twelve years to describe the human sys- 
tem as well as though he had been fifty 
years standing at an operating table or 
in a dissecting room? 


In other words, while I do not believe 
that any of the so-called 
apocryphal 
Now Testament is inspired, I 
believe 
much of it is true; just as I believe a 
thousand books, nono of which are di- 
vinely inspired. 
Much of it was just 
like Christ. 
Just as certain as the man 
Christ was the most of the time getting 
men out of trouble. 
I think 
that 
the 
boy Christ was the most of the time get- 
ting boys out of trouble. 
I have 
de- 
clared to you this day a boys' Christ. 
And the world wants such a one. 
He 
did not sit around moping 
over what 
was to be, or what was. 
From the way 
in which natural 
objects 
enwreathed 
themselves into His sermons after Ho 
had become a man I conclude there was 
not a rock or a hill or a cavern or a tree 
for miles around that He A^'as not famil- 
iar With in 
childhood. 
He had cau- 
tiously felt His way down into the caves 
and had with lithe and agile limb gained 
a poise on many a high tree top. 
His 
boyhood 
was 
passed 
among 
grand 
scenery as most all 
the great 
natures 
have passed early life among the moun- 
tains. 
The}' may live now on the flats, 
but they passed" the receptive days of 
ladhood among the hills. 
Among the 
mountains of New 
Hampshire 
or 
the 
mountains of Virginia or the mountains 
of 
Kentucky 
or 
the 
mountains 
of 
Switzerland or Italy or Austria or Scot- 
land or mountains as high and 
rugged 
as they, many of the Avorld's thrilling 
biographies began. 
Our Lord's boyhood 
was passed in a neighborhood 
twelve 
hundred feet above the level of the sea 
and surrounded by mountains five or six 
hundred feet 
still higher. 
Before 
it 
could shine on the village Adhere this 
boy slept, the 
sun 
had to 
climb far 
enough up to look over the hills that 
held their heads far aloft. 
From yonder 
height his eye at one sweep took in the 
mighty scoop of the valleys and with 
another sweep 
took 
in the 
Mediter- 
ranean Sea, and you hear the 
grandeur 


of the cliff's and the surge of the great 
. 


waters in His matchless sermonology. j maker! 
One day I see that divine boy, the wind 
flurrying 
His hair over His sun browned 
forehead, standing on a hill top looking 
off upon Lake Tiberias, on which at one 
time according to profane history are, 
not four hundred four thousand 
ships. 
Authors have taken 
pains to say that 
Christ was not affected by these sur- 
roundings, and that He from within lived 
outward and independent 
of circum- 
stances. 
So far from that being true. 
He was the most se nsitive being that 
ever walked the 
earth, and if a pale 
inA'alid s Aveak 
finger 
could not touch 
His robe without 
strength going 
out 
from Him, these 
mountains and seas 
could not have touched His eye without 
irradiating His entire nature with their 
magnificence. 
I warrant that He 
had 
mounted and explored all the 
fifteen 
hills 
around 
Nazareth, 
among 
them 
Hermon with its crystal coronet of per- 
petual snow, and Carmel and Tabor and 
Gilboa, and they all had their sublime 
echo in after time from the 
Olivetic 
pulpit. 


And 
then 
it was 
not 
uncultivated 
grandeur. 
These hills carried in their 
arms or on their backs, gardens, groves, 
orchards, 
terraces, 
vineyards, 
cactus, 
sj-camores. 
These 
outbranching 
foli- 
ages did not have to wait for the 
floods 
before their silence 
was 
broken, 
for 
through 
them 
and 
over them and in 
circles round them and under them were 
pelicans, were thrushes, were sparrows, j 
Avero nightingales, 
were 
larks, 
were ' 
quails, were blackbirds, were partridges, I 
were bulbuls. 
Yonder the white flocks , 
of sheep snowed down over the pasture ¡ 


and CTMh goes the one and trinmphaiik 
stands - the 
other, and H e noticed that 
one had shifting sand for a foundation 
and the other an eternal rock for basis; 
and twenty years after He built the 
whole scene into a peroration of 
flood 
and whirlwind that seized His audience 
and lifted them into the 
heights 
of 
sublimity with the two great arms of 
f 
athos and terror, which sublime words 
render, asking you as far as possible 
to forget that you ever heard them 
be- 
fore: 
"Whosoever 
heareth these say- 
ings 
of 
mine, and doeth them, I will 
liken him unto a wise man, which built 
his house upon'a rock, and the rain de- 
scended, and the floods came, and 
the 
winds blew, and beat upon that house. 


and then 
abMtnte silence or in posi- 
tive words eonfess their incapacity to 
answer t h e interrogatory. 
Witn any one 
of a hundred questions about theology, 
about philosophy, 
about 
astronomy, 
about tune, about eternity. He may have 
balked them, disconcerted them, 
flung 
them flat. Behold the boy Christ asking 
questions and listen when your child 
asks questions. 
He has the right to ask 
them. 
The more He 
asks the 
better. 
Alas for the stupidity of the child with- 
out inqaisitiveuess! * It is Christlike to 
ask questions. 
Answer them if you can. 
D o not say: 
"I can't be bothered now." 
It is your place* to be bothered 
with 
questions. 
If you are not able to 
an- 
swer, surrender and 
confess your in-

Bewh-efl. That, on behalf of the Democrats ol 
the United States, the members of this commit- 
tee express their profound regret that the death 
of William H. Barnum has deprived the country 
of an eminent citizen and the Democratic party 
of an illustrious servant, to whom were com. 
uiitted the most important executive duties ot 
its organization during more than eleven years. 
Electi-d to the Chairmanship of tho National 
Democi-ntic Committee at the meeting held at 
Washington in May. 1877, Senator Bamum con- 
tinuously held that important trust until hie 
death, on the 30th day ol April, 1889. His im- 
partiality, tireless 
energ>-, liberality, sound 
judgment, rare knowledge of men. and acut« 
penetration into the causes of political results 
marked him as one of the most competent as 
well as most devoted of party mauagera. 
To 
his fidelity to official duty the jieople of the 
State of Connecticut and of tho country, and 
particularly those who were his colleagues in 
Congress, unanimously bear witness. 
Respect- 
ing his great merits as a private citizen and 
man of affairs there is universal cin.curreucc 
among a verv wide circle of associaies and 
friends, including many to whom his business 
enterprises furnished employment.
